Economic squeeze 
will limit military 
growth, says Rabin

THE COUNTRY’S economic situa- 
tion is approaching a state in which 
we will have to restrict the growth 
in our military Premier 
Yitzhak Rabin declared yesterday. 
However, he told his audience at 
the Jerusalem Economic Club, the 
country’s military might — in both 
absolute and relative terms — is 
greater now than it was on the 
eve of the Yom Kippur. War. in 
addition, the Defence Forces and 
the Government have both drawn 
the necessary conclusions from that 
war, and Israel would well be able

“The world situation bas hit hard 
at Jews in the developed countries 
as well,” Rabin continued, “and we 
cannot expect financiel help from 
them to continue to increase.” This 
means that Israelis will have to 
learn to live within their means, at 
® lower standard of living. 

“What happened in the Bank of 
Israel (where wage increases have 
just now been awarded) hurts me 
More than the troubles with the 
Israel Corporation or the Israel- 
British Bank,” Rabin said. “What 
kind of profits does the Israel Air- 
craft Industries distribute to its 
workers — and are these not the 
public funds paid on defence con- 
tracts? Are these employees the 
under-privileged ones?" The econo- 
mic front is a large one, with many 
sectors —- and it will take time 
for the Government to deal with 
all the “cracks’’ which may appear 
in it.

against Zim’s auditors

THE ATTORNEY-General, Meir 
Shamgar, has lodged a complaint 
with the Public Accountants Coun- 
cil against Zim's accountants, the 
firm of Kesselman and Kesselman. 

The complaint, based on the 
Kirgchner inquiry committee report 
into Zim's deposits with Rosenbaum's 
Vaduz-based companies, alleges im- 
proper reporting of these sums by 
the accountants. The Council is the 
statutory body, composed of Gov- 
ernment representatives and mem- 
bers of the. Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants, which is au- 
thorized to implement the Accoun- 
tants’ Law. It is chaired, currently, 
by Zvi Terlo, Director-Geveral of 
the Justice Ministry. 

If Kesselman and Kesselman are 
found to have violated professional 
ethics, the Council may warn them, 
rebuke them, suspend or even revoke 
their licence, The Council is expect- 
ed to meet tomorrow and appoint 
an investigating committee to look 
into the allegations. 

The president of the Institute of Ac- 


countents, Nahum Freldkes, yester- _ 


day said the Institute has decided 
to deal with the question of proper 
reporting, but lacks the legal power 
to do much about if — hence its 
conclusions are usvally based on 
those of the Council. The Institute 
hopes to obtain legal status, simi- 
lar to that of the Chamber of Ad- 
vacates, which would enable it to 


act on unethical conduct. Mean- 
while, its committee on ethics is 
studying the law, with a view to 
Propose changes, if necessary, giv- 
ing it more powers.
